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Continuatior^of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the previous 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection under Brodner (USP 5,894,733) in view of Moore (USP 5,855,289), Applicant has argued that vial 10 of Brodner has ridges 34, 
the ridges are devoid of an disccernable surface features. First, Examiner believes Applicant has mischaracterized the rejection. 
Examiner does not rely on vial 10 but rather vial 12 comprising a plurality of anti-rotation lugs 56, as clearly shown in the previous Office 
Action (page 2 paragraph 4). Moreover, the ridges on vial 10 are disclosed as a series of spaced apart vertically oriented ridges 34 which 
extend about the exterior surface 30 (column 2, lines 61-63, Figs. 1-2 of Brodner) which read on the flat, longitudinally disposed lugs 
which extend from the outer surface of the vial of the instant invention . 
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
